The Danube has burst 
its banks and 30,000 
people have been evacuat- 
ed trom their homes after 
the waters of the swollen 
river burst through the 
protective dykes 30 miles 
below Budapest, says a 
despatch to the official 
French news: agency at 
Vichy yesterday. 


Enginecrs had made desperate 
efforts to keep the waters back 
but in the end the whole region 
had to be abandoned. 

A second “Hine of defence” 
has been formed about 12 miles 
from the Danube, a railway em- 
bankment being used. 

Mililary aircraft, meanwhile, are 
bombing masses oi ice which are 
stopping the flow of the river.—

FOUR SURVIVORS of a Vickers Valencia which 
crashed deep in the bush country of Tanganyika owe 
their lives to a rescue party of Masai natives, and es- 
pecially to William a Masai clerk-dresser. 

Heading for Dodoma at dawn on the 2nd August 
with twelve occupants, the aircraft was reported 
missing in the afternoon. It had last wirelessed from 
a point about 100 miles from Moshi, an hour after 
setting out. As it was thought the machine was off 
its- bearing, a search ranging over thousands of 
squate miles became necessary.

whose work in the.civilian front line has inspired the 


people of the East End: 

Here is the story of the Saint. 
otherwise Father John, Groser, as 
I heard it from the people among 
whom he works. 

Their faith in him is touching. 
They told me with tears in their 
eyes that hardly has the sound of 
a falling bomb passed into the sky 
than Father Groser is-on his way 
to the scene. 

If there are trapped men and 
women to be rescued, his scrawny 
frame is to be seen among the 
debris, his strong arms tearing at 
stones and wood, while his voice 
cheers trupped and rescuers alike, 


They Wait For Him 


Said one man: “It never seems 
to matter where the bomb falls, 
our Saint gets there with the 
first of the Cescuers. 

“You feol he Is waiting round 
the corner for it to fall.” 

But Father Groser is a practical 
Saint, and the poor who spend 
their nights in the air raid shel- 
ters wait impatiently for his com- 
ing. 

In the early days of the bonb- 
Ing he was shocked by the fact 
that so many of the poor went to 
the shelters hungry und left even 
more hungry. 

His church had little money, 
and he had less. He bullied, he 
implored, he cajoled, striking at 
officlais and private bodics alike 
until mobile canteens to sult his 
needs were secured, 

Now every evening with a band 
of willing helpers he takes his 
canteens from shelter to shelter, 
giving food and drink. 


Feeds Them All 


Tea is & penny a cup, sand- 
wiches a penny each, if you have 
the money, If you haven't—well, 
Father Groser says: ‘Help your 
self. JU get the money some- 
how.” 

He feeds them ali—Christians, 
Jews, Chinese, Moslems—with- 
out thought of creed or race. 

He is there when they go to 
the shelter and there when they 
come out to give them his bless- 
Ing for their souls and his food 
for their bodles. 

He found an empty church hall. 
and in the night the homeless who 
have left the ruins of stone and 
mortar trek there, He feeds them, 
clothes them, shelters them until 
the local authorities can take 
charge. 

Next to his church stood one 
built by people of a different 
creed. A bomb wrecked It. To 
Its minister went Father Grorer. 
eaying: “Take my church. We'll 
make one do for both.” 

That is the story of Father 
Groser. Do you wonder that they 
call him the Saint? 


HE WENT 
TO WAR 
AT 13 


Thirteen-year-old Anastasius 
Charlambopoulos, decorated front- 
line soldier of Greece, is in Athens 
on leave. 

When Charlambopoulos, senior, 
was called to the front recently, 
young = Anastasius “decided — the 
fumily would be insufficiently re- 
presented in the battle against the 
Italians. 

So he hid himself in blanicets 
going to the front line ina lorry. 

He was detected at Koritza 

The authorities managed 
(eventually to persuade Anasta- 
suis to return to his family. 

But they awarded him = an 
honorary corporal’s stripe and 
gave him the privilege of weat- 
ing a medal for his exploits. 

Anastasius, interviewed with his 
three brothers at home, said firm- 
ly: “I intend to remain here for 
a holiday and return to the 
fighting line early next month,”

A Nazi bomber dived from low 
clouds over a south-east England 
village and bombed and machine- 
gunned children as they were leav- 
ing school. 

It was an indefensible outrage, 
but only one man, a cyclist, was 
slightly wounded. 

The attack was made on the 
play-ground as the children were 
dispersing and on a country Jane 
along which some scholars and 
their mothers were dotted. 

Bullets spattered along the road 
as the women and children were 
called back to school by teachers 
or took shelter under trees and in 
ditches. 

The bombs fell

Barbara Carr, an apparently un- 
ruffled 14-year-old schoolgirl, said 
“T wag just crossing the play- 
ground with a friend when we 
heard the ‘plane zoom. from the 
clouds, A moment later we heard 
the rat-tat-tat of machine-gun 
fire, Bullets hit the ground very 
near us.” 

Kye-witnesses were convinced 
that the machine-gunning of the 
children was deliberate.

he Atlantic 


WN the Atlantic theatre of war 

the Germans for the moment 
retain the initiative and are on the 
offensive; the British. are — still- 
compelled to a defensive attitude 
for the most part. 

Remembering the pring¢iple that 
there are only. two ways to. at- 
tack either a fortress or a coun- 
try—assault or blockade—it is 
now clear that the Germans have,. 
for the time being at least, given 
.up, the iden of assault and. are 
concentrating on blockade to re- 
duce British resistence. Assault: 
involves actual. penetration of the 
island of Great Britain, and the 
eoleing and the holding of so many 
of its vital centres and: interiar 
comrpunications as to compel its 
surrender. 

Great Britain. being an island’ 
and the British Navy being in 
command of the sea to an extent 
which the Germans cannot hope 
to overcome. it would always be 
necessary for the Gormans to 
counterbalance this British sea 
command by sufficient air superi- 
ority of their own to permit the 
passage of German troops across 
the narrow waters of the Channel 
and their disembarkation on Bri- 
tish shores. The German experi- 
ences in the Skageriidk wiih 
operations cf this sort apparently 
Bave them an exaggerated opinion 
of air power's pctentialities in 
such operations; they did not suf- 
fleently allow for the respective 
distances from bases which was 
in their favour in the Skagerrak, 
Dut is in Britain's favour now. 
Distance is indezd the most im- 
portant single factor in assessing 
the ability of air power to per- 
form a given task. 

It must, therefore, be assumed 
that in default of ua future guin- 
ing of air superiority by the Ger- 
mans—which does not eppear 
fikely- -any Grerman invasion 


attempt would be an indication of 
a degree of. desperation in Ger- 
man inner councils rather beyond 
sueh surface indications as arc 
Now available. 

As present, at any rate, the 
Germans are concentrating on 
blockade—or, we may say, cOun- 
ter-blockade—of the island of 
Great Britain. For this they have 
obtained admirable. positions, far 
better than: those they had in the 
last war, while. Britain’s position 
is far worse, since she lacks any 
point of support on the Fronc 
coast or in Eire. The Germans 
have access to the open Atlantic 


Certainly, whatever new de- 
vices, Britain is, at the moment, 
sadly short of both. surface escort 
vessels and of long-rdarge | ‘sea-. 
planes and flying-boats; and: she 
will need also additional :merchant 
tonnage to make up for the losses. 
I should, however,. venture ‘the 
guess that the Admiraity would 
valuia. ahove every. other gain 
which they might he offered the 
right to use the bases of Eire in 
carrying out counter-n:easures, 

The reason for : this statement 
will be clear from aq_ glance at a, 


map. While the Germans hold the 
French coastline, the Channel is 
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both north of the British Isles (in 
Norway) and the south of them 
{in France). 

They hold, indeed, the whole 
coast of Europe from North Cape 
to the Spanish frontier. Their 
access to the Atlantic from Nor- 
way is somewhat impeded by the 
British occupation of Iceland and 
the Furoes, but long nights and 
bad weather undoubtedly enable 
raiders and blockade runners to 
slip through, I¢ this were all, how- 
ever, Ube danger would not be so 
great. The real danger lies tu the 
south, where French bases on the 
Channel and the Bay of Biscay 
are new nests for German sub- 
marines, closely supported by air- 
craft, 

It is in this combination of sub- 
mirine and aeroplane, in which 
the ‘plane finds for the submarine 
prey and helps in attacking it, 
that the real danger lies. While 
shipping losses have not yet risen 
to the levels of the black months 
of 1917, they are sufficiently dis- 
quieting; and it is clear that no 
satisfactory answer to this com- 
hinetion has yet been evolved, 


not much use for ocean convoys; 
and the Channel ports will be 
under constant air aftack, It will 
vlso be difficult to use the western 
wayproaches, so that for all practi- 
cal purposes the supplies of Britain 
must be carried on by ships com- 
ing by way of the ncrthern. ap- 
proaches, reaching from the north 
of Ireland, the ports of the Clyde, 
the Mersey, and the Bristol Chan- 
nel; and other ports on the West 
Coast. 

A convoy may occasionally slip 
through around the north of Scot- 
land, but this is dangerous also, 
while German guns and mines at 
the Strait of Dover cut off access 
to the East Coast from that direc- 
tion, 

Save for coastal trade, the East 
Coast may be counted oul for the 
time being. These conditions make 
the waters on the west of Scotland 
and the north of Ireland a happy 
hunting ground for German sub- 
marines and their aerial assistants, 
since this is the great focal area 


of traffic, The task of British ships 
and ‘planes ir Cealing with them 
would be immensely simplified

DETAILS OF THE Fleet Air Arm attack on the 
harbour of Tripoli are given in an eye-witness ac- 
count by the Exchange Telegraph Company’s .spe-| 
cial correspondent with the Mediterranean’: Fleet. |. 
He describes how, for the second time in a fortnight, 
the Fleet Air Arm struck heavily at a distant Italian:

The attack was carried out in the early hours 
during a periodic routine sweep of the Eastern and

By the dim light of the 
in its last quarter we watched toy 
balloons, with lights attached 
fleating up frem an aircraft-car- 
rier to test the wind. Then the 
heavily laden bombers took off 
and vanished into the gloom. A 
period of watchful tension — fol- 
lowed, since such meonlight | as 
there was rendered us liable to a 
bombing or air-torpedo attack. 
Time passed slowly as aH eyes 
trained towards the direction of 
the coast. Suddenly the skyline 
was lit by bursting enti-aircraft 
shells and by flares dropped by 
our ‘planes. Then a big burst of 
flame shot up. It seemed as though 
a petrol durnp had been set alight. 


All Back 


Muffied up and sipping cocoa, 
we watched from the bridge in 
the gathering light and counted 
the aircraft as they fircled pre- 
paratory to landing.’ Slowly the 
number mounted until .the last 
came in, and the cry went up “All 
hack safely” In a short time we 
were away on a different -course. 

Later we were told that the 
quay had been well plastered 
with medium and heavy bombs 
and at least one warthouse des- 
troyed. tn addition one ship was 
hit by three bombs. Fires were 
sten still burning when we were 
sixty miles away 

While Admiral Sir James Som- 
erville’s forces have been purging 
the Western Mediterranean, chas- 


ing and endeavouring to give bat- ; 


tle to the Italian fleet. our Eastern 
forces have likewise been seeking 
an engagement, sweeping the 
whole of the Eastern and Central 
Mediterranean. Now, as We are 
about to enter harbour, it can be 
said that throughout the seven 
days we have just spent at sea 
we met with no opposition at all 
apart from a few seconds of 
bombing in Greek waters. Durr 
ing that time we escorted convoys 
in all directions in addition to 
enabling the Flect Air Arm to 
carry out the bombing attack on 
Tripoli. Ali the time we were 
zigzagging and doubling on our 
tracks in order not to outrun the 
slow-moving convoys, 

This is the second such period 
this month during which I per- 
sonally have seen proof of how 
futile is the Italian boast of “mare 
nostrum.” Inexerably Britain is 
showing herself the master of Italy 
in all three spheres in this Medi- 
terranean struggle. Under water 
more than a score of her submar- 
ines have been cunk, in the air 
her shadowing ’planes have been 
knocked down and her fighter for- 
mations broken up and driven off, 
while on the sea her battle fleet 
is suffering further casualties and 
refuses to give battle. And all the 
time our own steady flow of. men 
and material

From our 
position the shells, showing up 
against the darkening clouds like 
tracer bullets, could be clearly 
seen, while fountains of water 
thrown up ‘as they exploded were 
silhouetted against the orange 
sunset. So night fell and, blacked 
out and battened down ready 
for any action, we continued 
through the darkness. 

The following morning we wer? 
in Greek waters, and I had my 
first glimpse of Suda Bay, with its 
white- washed houses nestling at 
the feot of slopes covered with 
Olive tress and mist shrouding 
the mountains in the background. 
British Army lorries could be 
seen winding their way across the 
hills, while a gigantic Red Cross 
painted on its roof rendered a 
large hospital unmistakable. 

The peace of this tranquil 
scene was suddenly shattered as 
we were about to de@fart by the 
explosion of four bombs drop- 
ped near us from a tremendous 
height. All fell Into the s¢a 
without causing damage, and 
the raider quickly made off in 
the clouds. Throughout the 
afternoon and evening we pro- 
ceeded on the alert for further 
bombings, but none came. 

The third morning brought a 
further flutter of excitement with 
the sighting of apparently hostile 
aircraft, but we continued with- 
out incident unt:l we noticed a 
destroyer ahead firing on a flout- 
ing. khaki-coloured mine. ‘We 
passed close enough to see _ its 
evil-leoking horns as it tossed 
about in the waves with bullets 
from the circling destroyer kick- 
ing up the water all around. A 
few minutes later another mine 
on the port side was similarly 
dealt with by destroyers. 

That afternoon our anti-aircraft 
guns were in action for the first 
time when a Cant “shadower” 
aircraft was sighted and driven 
off. Around tea-time came the 
news that the  aircraft-car- 
rier would carry out a 
bombing attack on the naval 
base of Tripoli early | the 
following morning und that cer- 
tain forces, including ourselves, 
would “cover” the action, With 


| nightfall we put or speed in the‘ 


direction of Tripoli. Zero hour 
seemed to approach slowly as we 
took up positions for the ’planes 
to tnke off for the bembardment. 


.“No Fun” — 


With this operation successfully 
accomplished, the iourth day 
feund us rejoining our other 
units. Throughout the day we 
awaited Italian revenge for the 
bombing of Tripoli as we cruised 
up and down the Central Mediter- 
ranean carrying out certain opera- 
tions before we could ‘turn for 
home. But we -were nct menaced 
by anything more alarming.than {. 
heavy blacis. clouds. which quick- 
ly turned the blue Mediterranean

A prayer of thankfulness for 
their cscape was said, and soon 
afterwards everyone was asleep. 

The bomb tore a hole in the 
church pavement, crashing 
j through the railings on the south 
side. It blew in or damaged all 
the windows on that side, pitted 
the church wall, and wrecked an 
office next to the crypt. No one 
was hurt. but a woman at a bus 
stop outside was killed, 


Door Fushed in 


The stained-glass figure of 
Chriet in the great window 
above the altar was decapitated, 
and daylight now shows through 
the raiment of the praving 
Apostles. But there was little 
other damage. 

Below ground the door 
crypt verger'’s room was 
off its hinges by falling 
from the wrecked office.

But Father Groser is a practical 
Saint, and the poor who = spend 
their nights In the air raid shel- 
ters wait impatiently for his com- 
ing 

In the ¢arly days of the bomb- 
ing he was shocked by the fact 
that so many of the poor went to 
the shelters hungry und left even 
more hungry. 

His church had little money, 
and he had less. He bullied, he 
Impiored, he cajoled, striking at 
officials and private bodies alike 
until mobile canteens to sult his 
needs were secured, 

Now every evening with a band 
of willing helpers he takes: his 
canteens from shelter to shelter, 
giving food and @rink.

_ The spectacle of con- 
tinuing. Russian-Nazi co- 
operation. tends. to produce 
concern, wherever totali- 
tarianism is: feared or op- 
posed. It ténds also to 
screen the political fric- 
tion which exists between 
those two States and 
which is exacerbated by 
Nazi pressure on Slav 
peoples in the Balkans. 
Negotiations over trade, 
such as those held recent- 
ly, can be entered into at 
any time without raising 
political issues, yet they 
serve as an opportunity, 
for each party to sound 
out the political attitudes 
of the other.

This counter-offensive has from 
the beginning been largely con- 
fined to night bombing, and has 
been handicapped by the greater 
avcrage distance to German cen- 
tres from British bases than from 
presently held German bases to 
British centres. However, if the 
British have no effective counter- 
agent to the night bomber, neither 
have the Germans; and_ the 
Superior technique of the R.A.E. 
counts for much. 

It may be suggested that the 
first belligerent to discover suci 
a counter-agent will possess an 
enormous advantage in point of 
time. Time is indeed a factor of 
the greatest importance in this 
war. In the long run, if Britain

He describes how, for the 


second time in‘a' fortnight, 


the Fleet Air Arm struck heavily at a distant Italian 


base. — 


The attack was carried out if the early hours 
during a periodic routine sweep of the Eastern and 


Central Mediterranean. 


Quays, warehouses, , and 


shipping were heavily “plastered,” he states, and 
many fires caused. He writes: 


By the dim light of the moon 
in Sts last quarter we watched toy 
balloons. with lights attached 
floating up frem an_aircreft-car- 
rier to test the wind. Then the 
heavily laden bombers took off 
pnd vanished Into the gloom. A 
period of watchful tension fol- 
lowed, since such’ moonlight as 
there was rendered us liable to a 
bombing or air-torpedo attack. 
Time passed slowly as all ey€s 
trained towards the direction of 
the coast. Suddenly the skyline 
was lit by bursting enti-aireraft 
shells and by flares dropped by 
our ’planes. Then a big burst of 
flame shot up. It seemed as though 
ua petrol dump had been set alight. 


All Back 


Muffied up end sipping cocoa, 
we watched from the bridge in 
the gathering light and counted 
the aircraft as they circled pre- 
paratory to landing. Slowly the 
number mounted until the last 
came in, and the cry went up “All 
hack safely.” In a short time we 
were away on a different course. 

Later we were told that the 
quay had been well plastered 
with medium*and heavy bombs 
and at least ofle warchouse d¢s- 
troyed. fn additlon one ship was 
hit by three bombs. Fires were 
seen still burning when we were 
sixty miles away 


While Admiral Sir James Som- 
erville’s forces have been purging 
the Western Mediterranean, chas~ 
ing and endeavouring to give bat- 
tle to the Italian fleet, our Eastern 
forces have likewise been seeking 
an engagement, sweeping the 
whole of the Eastern and Central 
Mediterranean, Now, as we are 
about-to enter harbour, it can be 
suid that throughout the seven 
days we have just spent at sea 
we met with no opposition at all 
apart from a few seconds of 
bombing in Greek waters. Dur- 
ing that time we escorted convoys 
in all directions in addition to 
enabling the Fleet Air Arm to 
carry out the bombing attack on 
Tripoli. All the time we were 
zigzagging and doubling on our 
tracks in order not to outrun the 
slow-moving convoys. 

This is the second such period 
this month during which I per- 
sonally have seen proof of how 
futile is the Italian boast of “mare 
nostrum.”

From our 
position the shells, showing up 
against the darkening clouds like 
tracer bullets, could. be clearly 
seen, while fountains of water 
thrown up as they exploded were 
sithouetted against the orange 
sunset. So night fell and, blacked 
out and battened down ready 
for any action, we continued 
through the darkness. 

The following morning we were 
in Greek waters, and I had ny 
first glimpse of Suda Bay, with its 
white- washed houses nestling at 
the foot of slopes covered with 
olive trees and mist shrouding 
the mountuins in the bacicground. 
British Army. lorries could be 
seen winding their way across the 
hills, while a gigantic Red Cross 
painted on its roof rendered 4a 
large hospital unmistakable. 

The peace of this trangull 
scene was suddenty shattered 06 
we were about to depart by the 
explosion of four bombs drop- 
ped near us from a tremendous 
height. Atl fell into the sea 
without causing damage, and 
the raider quickly made off in 
the clouds. Throughout the 
afternoon and evening we pro- 
ceeded on the alert for further 
bombings, but none came. 

The third morning brought a 
further flutter of excitement with 
the sighting of apparently hostile 
aircraft, but we continued with- 
out incident until we noticed a 
destroyer ahead firing on a float- 
ing, Ishaki-coloured mine. We 
passed close enough to sec its 
evil-looking horns as it  tosse: 
about in the waves with bullets 
from the circling destroyer kick~- 
ing up the water all around. A 
few minutes later another mine 
on the port side was similarly 
dealt with by destroyers. 

That afternoon our anti-aircraft 
guns were in action for the first 
time when a Cant “shadower” 
aircraft was sighted and driven 
off. Around tea-time came the 
news that the = aircraft-car- 
rier would carry out a 
bombing attack on the naval 
base of Tripoli early the 
following morning and that cer- 
tain forces, including ours ves, 
would “cover” the action. With 
| nightfall we put or speed in the 
direction of Tripoli. Zéro hour 
seemed ‘to approach slowly as we 
took up positions for the ‘planes 
to take off for the bombardment.

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As St. Martin’s Is 
Hit By Bomb 


Six hundred people 
were singing “Annie 
Laurie” in the crypt of St. 
Martin - in - the - Fields 
when a bomb fell and 
damaged what is Lon, 
don’s most famous church 
in a recent raid. 


The whole place shook. Clouds 
of dust filled the crypt, but there 
was no panic, 


After barely three — seconds’ 
pause the pianist continued play- 
ing. and the song went on with 
perhaps a shade more volume. 

A prayer of thankfulness for 
their escape was said, 
afterwards everyone was asleep. 

The bomb tore a hole in’ the 
church pavement, crashing 
through the railings on the, south 
side, It blew in or damaged all 
the windows on that side, pitted 
the church wall, and wrecked an 
office next to the crypt. No one 
was hurt, but a woman at a bus 
stop outside was killed. 


Door Fushed In 


The stained-glass figure of 
Christ in the great window 
above the altar was decapitated, 
and daylight now shows through 
the raiment of the praying 
Apostles. But there was little 
other damage. 


Below ground the door of the 
crypt verger’s room was pushed 
off its hinges by falling bricks 
from the wrecked office. 


But the records of 10,000 needy 
men and women who had been 
given assistance were left intact. 


Strong Pillars 


The Rev. G. L, Davey, curate- 
in-charge, said to a reporter: “The 
building has stood the shock 
amazingly well. We shall get the 
experts to see whether the struc- 
ture has been damaged at all,

When Charlambopoulos, senior, 
was called to the front recently, 
young Anastasius . decided the 
family would be insufficiently re- 
presented in the battle against the 
Italians. 

So he hid himself-in blankets 
going to the front line in a lorry. 

He was detected at Koritza. 

The authorities managed

Suls to return to his familly. 

But they awarded him = an 
honorary corporal’s stripe and 
gave him the privilege of wear- 
ing a medal for his oxplolts. 

Anastasius, interviewed with his 
three brothers at home, said firm- 
ly: “J intend to remain here for 
a holiday and return to the 
fighting line early next month.” 


CHILDREN 
GUNNED 


A Nazi bomber dived from low 
clouds over a south-east England 
village and bombed and machine- 
gunned children as they were leav- 
ing school. 

It was an_ indefensible outrage, 
but only one man, a cyclist, was 
slightly wounded. . 

The attack was made on the 
play-ground as the children were 
dispersing and’on a country lane 
along which some scholars and’ 
their mothers -were dotted: ~ 

Bullets spattered along the road 
as the women and ‘children were 
called back’ to school: by teachers 
or took shelter ‘under trees and in 
ditches. 

The bombs fell wide and 

did tittle damage. 

Barbara Carr, an apparently un- 
ruffled 14-year-old schoolgirl, said

WHENEVER AIRCRAFTMAN W. J. Davidson 
flew into battle, he carried with him the photo- 
graph of a beautiful girl, clad in a brief playsuit and

BOMBER 
VERSUS 
FIGHTER 


During a recent encounter with 
a Messerschmidt 110 the sergeant 
pilot of a British bomber had to 
evade the enemy without knowing 
from which direction the attack 
was being made. The bomber had 
done its work, but while it was 
over its target anti-aircraft fire 
had wrecked the intercommunica - 
tion system, : 

Normally the rear-gunner or the 
wireless operator can at once let 
the pilot know exactly what is 
going on, but now, as the pilot 
said: 

“We were like four dumb men. 
It was only the smell of codite 
from the rear guns, just as we 
were getting near the Zuider Zee, 
which made me realise that we 
were in any danger, There was 
cloud right below us, but it was 
six thousand feet away, and I had 
to make a long dive for it with 
the Messerschmidt spitting at us 
almost the whole way. The na- 
vigator was in much the same 
position as I was; he didn’t realise 
we were being ‘attacked until a 
couple of cannon shells hit the port 
engine. As it happened they did 
very little harm. 

“Other shells made several holes 
in the wings, and we had begun to 
Jook a bit like a colander when the 
Messerschmidt stopped -using its 
cannon and began to let fly at us 
with its machine-guns, The bomb- 
er was hit several times, and our 
rear-gunner was unfortunately 
wounded in'the foot; the wireless 
operator had a very narrow escape 
when a bullet smashed the air bot- 
tle which inflates his Mae West 
jacket; he himselg wasn’t hurt ‘at

Perhaps Cynth does not know 
of the young airman’s death. If 
not, her grief will be tempered 
with pride when she learns how 
he died. 

It was in July when Aircraft- 
man Davidson tiew to attack an 
Italian fort on the Sudanese bor- 
der. His ‘plane was shot down 
and crashed a few hundred yards 
in front of the fort. 

Davidson, riddled with bul-, 
lets, jumped as the 'plane crash- 
ed. When they found him, con- 
eclous but mortally wounded. 
his first thoughts were for his 
pilot, and what had happened to 
him. Then he asked: “What 
sort of a show did we make of 
the bombing?”

By the dim light of the moon 
in its last quarter we watched toy 
balloons, with lights attached 
floating up from an aircraft-car- 
rier to test the wind. Then the 
heavily laden bombers took off 
and vanished into the gloom. A 
period of watchful tension  fol- 
lowed, since such mconlight as 
there was rendered us Hable to 4 
bombing or air-torpedo attack. 
Time passed slowly as all ' eyes 
trained towards the direction of 
the coast. Suddenly the skyline 
was lit by bursting anti-aircraft 
shells and by flares dropped by 
our ‘planes. Then a big burst of 
flame shot up. It seemed as though 
a petrol dup had been set alight. 


All Back 


Muffied up end sipping cocoa, 
we watched from the bridge in 
the guthering light and counted 
the aircraft as they circled pre- 
paratory to landing, Slowly the 
number mounted until the last 
came in, and the cry went up “All 
hack safely.”

did little damage. 

Barbara Carr, an apparently un- 
ruffled 14-year-old schoolgirl, said

ground with a_ friend when we 
heard the ‘plane zoom from the 
clouds. A moment later we heard 
the rat-tat-tat of machine-gun -- 
fire, Bullets hit the ground very . 
near us,”

What stirring events of the race- 
course are conjured up by the 
very names graven on these tro- 
phies of the local turf. Some re- 
call the Cra of “Thirteen Factory 
Street” in old Canton, when En- 
glish merchants looked forward 
longingly to their infrequent ex- 
cursions to the Colony, counting 
the days with a petulant eager- 
ness that is all the more under- 
standable when one realises the 
circumstances of their exile. 


Caged month after month on 
the bank of the Pearl River, be- 
tween the high walls of crowded 
“factories,” in reality store- 
houses; segregated from the rest 
of the city—a city of tiny, low, up- 
turned roofed houses, ancient 
temples, and palatial yamens: 
guarded by Manchu braves to 
prevent their setting foot in those 
narrow, winding streets—the very 
thought of mingling once more 
on terms of equality and com- 
radeship with their fellow Bri- 
tons under a free open sky, be- 
neath the fluttering folds of their 
own beloved Union Jack, made 
their hearts\beat faster as they 
boarded swift lorchas and came 
sweeping down on the tides to 
land on the foreshore of Victoria 
tired and dirty, yet happy to join 
the swarming crowds that trudg- 
ed along the dusty earthen roads 
to Happy Valley. 


Some among them, were them- 
selves riders and had come down 
with their own harness and sad- 
dies to participate in the racing 
The gratitude for this release from 
a lonely exile was symbolised in 
the Canton Cup.

It was rarely 
that these men were able to visit 
the Colony; but when they did 
they contrived their visit so that 
it should cover at least one race- 
meeting, . :

The spectacle of con- 
tinuing Russian-Nazi co- 
- operation tends to produce 
concern wherever : totali- 
tarianism is feared or op~ 
posed. It tends also to 
screen the political fric- 
tion which exists between 
those two States and 
which is exacerbated by 
Nazi pressure on Slav 
‘peoples in the Balkans. 
Negotiations over trade, 
such as those held recent- 
ly, can be entered into at 
any time without raising| 
political issues, yet they 
serve as an opportunity 
for each party to sound 
out the political attitudes 
of the other. 


Had there been nothing 
of a commercial nature to 
discuss, the talks still 
might have taken place. 
But there evidently was 
something of a commer- 
cial nature that required 


Germany now needs 
more than it expected to 
need when the last com- 
mercial agreement was 
reached with the Soviets.

Remembering the principle that 
there are Only two ways to at- 
tack either a fortress or a coun- 
try—assault or blockade—it 
now clear that the Germang have, 
for the time being at least, given 
up the idea of assault and are 
concentrating on blockade to re- 
duce British resistance. Assault 
involves actual penetration of the 
island of Great Britain, and the 
seizing and the holding of so many 
of its vital centres and interior 
‘communications as to compe! its 
surrender. 

Great Britain being an island 
and the British Navy being in 
command of the sea to an extent 
Which the Germans cannot hope 
ta overcome, it would always be 
necessary for the Germans to 
counterbalance this British sea 
command by sufficient air superi- 
ority of their own to permit the 
passage of Gernian troops across 
the narrow waters of the Channel 
and their disembarkation on Bri- 
Ush shores. The German experi- 
ences in the Skagernnak with 


‘operations cf this sort apparently 


kave them an exaggerated opinion 
of air power's potertialities in 
uch operations; they did not suf- 
ficently allow for the respective 
distances from bases which wa3 
in their favour in the Skagerrak, 
but is in Britain's favour now. 
Distance is indeed the most im- 
portant single factor in assessing 
the ability of air power to per- 
form a given task. 

It must, therefore, be assumed 
that in default of a future gain- 
ing of air superiority by the Ger- 
mans—which does not appear

They hold, indeed, the whole 
coast of Europe from North Cape’ 
to the Spanish frontier. Their 
access to the Atlantic from Nor- 
way is somewhat impeded by the 
British occupation of Iceland and 
the Faroes, but long nights and 
bad weather undoubtedly enable 
raiders and blockade runners to 
slip through. If.this were all, how- 
ever, the danger would not be so 
great. The real danger lies to the 
south, where French bases on the 
Channel and the Bay of Biscay 
are now nests for German sub- 
marines, ‘closely supported by air- 
craft. 

It is in this combination of sub- 
marine and aeroplane, in which 
the 'plane finds for the submarine 
prey and helps in attacking it, 
that the real danger lies.

In a recent article 1 expressed 
some scepticism about the idea 
broached by certain military ex- 
perts that Hitler wquld seek to 
help Mussolini in his adversity, 
either by a drive through Bulgaria 
to the Turkish frontier or through 
Yugoslavia to Salonika. Goebbels 
had just rather pointedly an- 
nounced that the thorough Ger- 
man always made the most care- 
ful préparations before delivering 
one of his smashing blows; and 
it seemed highly improbable that 
his chief would so far depart from 
this principle as to commit him- 
self to an improvised expedition 
through difficult country, with 
possibly hostile populations, in 
the depths of winter. I suggest- 
ed instead that he would seek to 
help his partner in a different 
way—by intensifying his bomb- 
ing of British cities so as to pre- 
vent us from sending aircraft to 
the help of Greece, and by in- 
creasing his attacks on British 
shipping, so as to prevent us f:om 
s¢nding warships to ‘the Mediter- 
ranean, 

Moreover, ‘apart from the plight 
of Italy, a general speeding-up 
may well be a German necessity, 
If the oil situation is not imme- 


‘diately urgent, there is at least 


sufficient Goubt whether German 
and still more, Italian supplies of 
petrol ‘and lubricating oils would 
suffice to carry through the long 
war which we are prepared to 
fight. Again, to have something 
to show the German people, who 
have to stomach the disagreeable 
fact that, instead of ending in 
triumph last September, as_ they 
were led to expect, the war still 
has no end in sight, may also be 
for him highly desirable. 


The New Phase 


| The evidence now leaves _ little 
doubt that this is the new phase 
of the war decreed from Berlin.

It is, perhaps, surprising that 
we have not suffered more under 
these disabilities than we actually 
have in the last five months. I 
well remember the anxious anti- 
cipations in March, 1918, when we 
had to face the possibilities that 
the Channel ports would fall into 
German _ hands. They were far 
gloomier than the worst we have 
suffered in these months. What- 
ever befalls, we can keep a good 
heart over this business, and, 
with the assurance given in Par- 
Mament recently that it is 
under the Prime Minister’s spe- 
cial supervision, resist all tempta— 
tion to go hunting for scapegoats. 

In these circumstances it seems 
to me that we owe it to our friends 
everywhere, but especially in the 
United States, to explain to them 
exactly the position ia which we 
are placed: When Lord Lethian 
on returning to America 
opened up the = question of 
credits for Britain, there were 
some in this country who shook 
their heads and blamed him for a 
supposed indiscretion in this de- 
licate matter. That was not at ail 
the view taken in’ America. There 
he was thanked for his frankness 
in “laying the cards on the table.”

We. are not, there- 
fore, forcing an entry into Ameri-~ 
can politics but walking through 
an open door, if we seek at this: 
moment to give precision and| 
practical direction to these agreed 


conclusions. % Sy pdt 
‘In thé last three months _ the 
British and American peoples have 
come as near as posdible to ‘réal-" 
ising President Wilson’s ideal of 
“open diplomacy.” A great and 
stimulating debate has gone for- 
ward on the platform and in the 
Press of both countries, and .Pre- 
sident Roosevelt has come ‘to rank 
with our own Prime Minister as 
and 
leaders of world opinion. But we 
have both had to realise that there 
is a gap: between.the acceptance 
leaders

terial. 

It is, however, to be noted: 
that for the most part German a 
bombing attacks are taking place: . - 
at night. In their day attacks their 
losses have proved to be pro- 
hibitive. Night attacks art much 
more difficult to stop by defensive 
means now available, though

No form of attack has yet been 
devised by man inst which a 
lefence was not found in time.
